B. Raise the minimum area 
per unit requirements as fol 
lows: 


1. R-3: 1250 sq. ft to 1750 sq. 
tt, 

2. R-4: 1000 sq. ft. to 1500 sq. 
ft. 

3. R-4B: 1000 sq. ft. to 1500 
sq. ft. 

C. Reduce maximum allow- 
able coverage per lot requires 
ment as follows: 

1. R-3: 45 to 40 per cent. 

2. R-4: 50 to 40 per cent. | 

3. R-4B: 50 to 40 per cent. 

D. Place utilities under- 
ground in R-4 zone. 

E. Interior courts 
counted in total coverage 
where used only for yarking 
or maneuvering of autos. 

City Planner Bob Gray said 
the new proposals came forth 
as planners continued their 
study of the long-range pur- 
pose of zoning in Menlo Park. 

Besides the new restrictions, 
they said they felt no more 
multiple family dwelling zones 
should be approved, until a 
much higher percentage of 
presently multiple-zoned land 
is occupied. 

They said they felt all ex- 
isting single-family residential 
zones should be kept intact.

A 54 cent tax increase in the 
Las Lomitas Elementary 
School District for 1960-61 was 
predicted recently by superin- 
tendent Lawrence Fuller. 

The tax hike, over the pre- 
viously estimated 44 cent raise,

The installation, he said, 
would result in a lowering of 
insurance costs of only $50 a 
| year, so installation of alarm 
boxes couldn’t be requested 
from that point of view. 
| Admiral C. Julian Wheeler, 
| representing the Town Hall as- 
sociation, joined the discussion 
to ask if the school district had 
any “history of a lack of fire 
protection” which might indi- 
cate the new system would 
speed things up. 

“IT feel the school district 
should be wary of expenditures 
of this kind,” he went on. “The 
fire district’s tax rate compares 
with that of the city of Menlo 
Park and is, to my mind, ex- 
orbitant.” 

The city’s tax rate for the 
current fiscal year hasn’t been 
finally set yet, but is expected 
to be in the neighborhood of 
75 cents per $100 assessed val- 
uation. The fire district’s tax 
rate is 68 cents. 

School District Superin- 
tendent Dr. Mel Homfeld 
said he felt the system would 
be of value if the schools 
were provided with automat- 
ic alarm systems, too. 
This would mean that tem- 
perature in any room would 
alert firemen, at any hour, 
whether or not the building 
was occupied. 

As things now stand, Trustee 
William Platt noted, it would 
take as much of an “act of will” 
to break the glass and pull a 
lever as to telephone for the 
firemen, 

School District Superintend- 
ent Dr. Mel Homfeld said he 
felt such alarm systems were 
“property protecting” devices, 
primarily. 

When a modern school is oe- 
cupied with children it can be 
evacuated in seconds, he said; 
the rapid contacting of firemen 
saves damage to the building. 
CARTER EXPLAINS 

In a letter of transmittal ae- 
companying his request, Chief 
Carter noted that the alarm 
box system alérts firemen even 
when wires are down. Shock 
or panic such as might occur 
in an emergency might also. 
delay a contact with the fire 
department, he said. 

He pointed out, too, that call- 
ing on an intercom system from 
a classroom to a central office 
is itself “an automatic delay” 
in giving the alarm.

The language barrier soared 
into prominence again last 
week, when Superior Judge 
Wayne R. Millington took un- 
der submission the case of the 
Town of Atherton vs. Kenneth 
Templeton Jr. The case seems 
to balance on a fence—whether 
it can be defined as a structure 
or not—-and it may fall either 
way. 

Templeton, whose tree house 
came up for a heated “structur- 
al’ discussion two years ago, 
now has been accused of violat- 
ing the city’s zoning ordinance 
which reads in part that no 
structures may be permitted 
within 60 feet of the street. A 
nine-foot fence surrounding a 
tennis court in the front yard 
of the Templeton residence at 
275 Camino Al Lago is within 
13 feet of the street, and there- 
in lies the basis for the uproar. 

Atherton Town Attorney 


Winston Churchill Black and 
John Jorgenson, Templeton’s 


attorney, battled for a defini- 
tion of the word “structure” at 
an ali-day hearing presided 
over by Judge Millington, on 
July 13. 

Both the mayor and plan- 
ning commission chairman 
attended the trial, at which 
Judge Millington gave Jor- 
genson five days to file a 
brief, five days for Black to 
answer, and an additional 
five days for Jorgenson to 
counter Black’s reply. 

Jorgenson was well armed at 
the hearing with maps and 
drawings showing that if the 
fence was to be termed a struc- 
ture, many other residents 
were also in error under the 
zoning ordinance. 

He asked Town Clerk W. 
Howard Boren whether such 
things as basketball backstops, 
| flagpoles and other types of 
|fenees of which he had _ pic- 
tures, were also considered 
structures. Bird baths and sun 
diais were included in the cate- 
gory named by Jorgenson.

Let’s Face It: Garbage 
District a Colossal Flop 


Yes, sir, we bought a real turkey. 

The South San Mateo County Garbage Disposal Dis- 
trict, which last week announced that it would charge 
residents as well as non-residents for the privilege of using 
its facilities off Marsh road, was a colossal mistake and, 
insofar as performance is concerned, is laughable.

We're all to blame, of course; the residents of the 
area decided that a “smogless” incinerator was what the 
doctor ordered and that “clean fill and cover” could be 
used on refuse which wouldn't burn well. 

An agency was set up; it was provided with a budget 
and forthwith set up a staff with a payroll which requires 
five cents per every $100 worth of real property from Bel- 
mont to the south county line, to finance it. 

This expense — and it’s high, although at the mo- 
ment we can't recall what the dump district budget 
actually is— merely substitutes for the two or three 
operators who used to watch things at Cooley's land- 
ing in exchange for salvage rights on usable items left 
with them. 

The incinerator, as everybody now knows and as the 
city councils of Menlo Park and Atherton suspected all 
along, doesn’t work. 

The fill and cover scheme turns out to be expensive 
and susceptible to underground fires which, when they get 
going, prove just as objectionable as the controlled burn 
ing of traditional operation. 

Sure, Menlo Park’s city council voted to join up with 
the garbage district, even as its failure to perform was 
becoming apparent. It and Atherton’s governing body both 
followed a cautious “wait and see” attitude, in hopes they'd 
be able to get space for municipal dumps of their own. 
They couldn't find any property within their price range, 
however, so for a couple of years the citizens were charged 
relatively exorbitant rates for using the SSMGDD'’s sadly- 
performing installation. 

The SSMGDD’s bureaucracy is now established and 
although the past couple of years should have demon- 
strated that the district doesn’t do any better work than 
did a handful of laboring men a few years back, we're 
stuck with it. Itll go on forever. 

That’s what you get, when you buy a turkey.

Accommodation of Youth 
Can Get Out of Hand 


Young people are rightly referred to as “the hope of 
the future,” but sometimes accommodation of them gets a 
little out of hand. Thus we were somewhat appalled 
when we read, in a recent news release from Stanford Uni- 
versity: 


“The Thoreau society recently led a successful 
fight to restore Walden Pond . . . Local county com- 
missioners had ordered its shores scraped flat by 
bulldozers and covered with asphalt, for a playground. 

Things haven't come to such a pass as this in Menlo 
Park, nor do we have a locale as significant, from the point 
of view of American adult literature, as Thoreau’s retreat 
outside Concord. 

It would be well to keep in mind the fact that such 
over-development can, in some cases, amount to descration.

Fire Department Tax Rate Cut 
Didn‘t Jeopardize Protection 


Menlo Park Fire District commissioners recently man- 
aged something few public agencies have been able to do: 
They lowered the district’s tax rate by about three per cent. 

They raised the district’s budget by $71,000 to a 
new high of $753,495, though, and contemplation of the 
latter figures might incite critics to observe that the cut 
in the tax rate should have been greater. 

In this case, we tend to believe that the fire depart- 
ment’s hike in the budget is justified, and that the total 
amount of the budget is not out of line. 

Why do we think so? 

First, the three quarters of a million dollars which fire 
protection is costing us is a good investment. One fire 
could, in the space of a few hours, make that monetary 
amount look fairly insignificant. 

Second, the major part of the $71,000 by which the 
budget was raised went right where it should have: to the 
firemen themselves in the form of a wage increase. 

The cost of living has gone up all along the line; so. 
have wages, on the average. The notion that public agency 
workers, as individuals, should get along on last year's 
wages while the rest of us have — generally speaking, any- 
how — seen some wage boosts designed to counteract in- 
flation, is bad sportsmanship if nothing clse. 

But beyond being bad sportsmanship, it would be 
stupid. The local fire department enjoys low employee 
turnover, a tribute to the morale of the agency. Its men 
are training continuously in all skills which might be of 
use in an emergency. It follows, therefore, that those who 
have been with the department the longest are among its 
most effective fire fighters; to drive them off the job 
through a policy of shortsighted “economy” and to replace 
them with new candidates just off the street would be 
foolish. 

Good fire protection costs money. We have in Menlo 
Park a department renowned as one of the best in the 
state. In the long run, we're ahead.

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Municipal Report: 


Public Agencies Continue 
To Provide Budget of Services

Summer days are sometimes 
called the “dog days.” Some- 
times they’re collectively re- 
ferred to as the “silly season.” 

The same sort of atmosphere 
pervades the offices of all busi- 
nesses, of course, including 
those of public agencies. 

At the present time, things 
seem to be going slowly at, for 
instance, the Menlo Park city 
hall. Some of the top execu- 
tives of the city were away, 
late last week, at a meeting of 
a section of the League of Cali- 
fornia Cities; other key work- 
ers were on vacation and oth- 
ers seemingly has less than 
normal to do, because the us- 
ual work load was cut as mem- 
bers of the public went on va- 
cation also. 

Not so at the Menlo Park 
School District office, where 
thins appeared to be hum- 
ming at a brisker-than-ever 
pace.

County-Wide Sales Tax Idea 
Once Again Being Discussed

Just last week we wrote 
about the probability of sales 
tax discussions opening up soon 
after the general election in 
November, but it seems that 
our time schedule was eom- 
pletely off. The discussions al- 
ready are under way, even if 
on a somewhat secretive form- 
ula. 

The first hint that sales tax 
talk was in the air came follow- 
ing the county’s Greater High- 
way Committee meeting with 
officials of cities. The munici- 
pal officers strongly opposed

Red Cross Unit 
Participates 
In Chili Relief 


Nearly 5$0,000 has been col- 
lected for the relief of Chilean 
disaster victims by the Golden 
Gate chapter of the American 
Red Cross, according to a re- 
port here this week. More than 
$2,000 of this figure was con- 
tributed through the local Se- 
quoia regional headquarters, 
said Sidney D. Herkner, chair- 
man of the board of directors. 

Herkner reported that, to 
date, the Golden Gate Chapter 
has shipped 700 wool sweat 
shirts, valued at $420; 48 pairs 
wool socks, value $72; 36 wool 
sweaters, value $270; taken 
from the disaster closet for a 
total value of $762. 

This is in addition to the 
funds contributed, all of which 
were forwarded directly to 
Chilean Red Cross for immed- 
iate needs of the disaster vic- 
time. 

He also stated that the Bay 
Area Council of Red Cross 
Chapters has shipped approxi- 
mately $1500 worth of school 
supplies to Chile. Of this a- 
mount, the Golden Gate Chap- 
ter donated $646 from its Gen- 
eral fund.

a proposed bond issue of sev- 
eral millions to finance the 
county’s highway needs. In 
stead they suggested a sales tax’ 
for this purpose and the’ move 
is under way. 

The board of supervisors has 
made it plain that it will listen 
to discussions of a county-wide 
sales tax program when and if 
the cities can come to an agree: 
ment. So far a majority of the 
cities have not fallen in line 
but the picture is said to be 
changing. 

San Mateo councilmen, who 
have bitterly opposed a 
county-wide sales tax being 
forced on their city, are ru- 
mored to be weakening. in 
view of the highway needs. 

Pacifica, also a strong mem- 
ber of the opposition, is said to 
be weakening and even now 
might go along with the tax 
plan, Redwood City officials 
long have fought for the tax to 
no avail. But the attempt to get 
more cities to agree to this now 
common revenue getter is los- 
ing none of its momentum; in 
stead we can say that the’ dis- 
cussions are growing through- 
out all the areas. 

Tis said the Manufacturers’ 
Association is taking the lead 
in the battle to influence the 
relcutant city councilmen in 
some cities. Pressure, so we’re 
told, is the heaviest in San Ma 
teo where the opposition has 
been the strongest. 

No doubt San Mateo city mer- 
chants want to keep its area 
sales tax free as a sales pitch 
over Palo Alto and San Fran- 
cisco shopping. areas ,but we 
haev our doubts if they are 
gaining because they do not 
have a sales tax. This has not 
proved out in other areas, indi- 
cating that shoppers pay little 
or no attention to whether a 
certain city has a sales tax if 
they want to go there to buy. 

Of course the matter of get- 
ting cities to go along with a 
sales tax will not end the bat- 
tle. The county wants its 
share. The latest word is that 
county officials would like 
to take 10 per cent from the 
total collected in the county 
—botk in the cities and the 
unincorporated areas. 

Some months ago the county 
officals wanted 10 per cent:of 
the take in the cities so a com- 
promise apparently is in the 
making. There are no immedi- 
ate figures to show what per- 
centage the cities would lose 
by such an arrangement, but it 
is estimated in the neighbor- 
hood of five per cent rather 
than the 10 the county wanted. 
Of course, many of the cities 
do not want to give up any of 
their take and unless this dif- 
ference is settled there may be 
no sales tax. 

Apparently stymied by 
strong public opinion against 
bond issues, the board of su- 
pervisors must turn its 
thoughts to other areas to get 
road and building construction 
funds. As we hear it, the board 
likely would set up its part of 
the sales tax with an equal 50- 
50 division going to the road 
construction program and fon 
capital projects. 

In this way they could fi- 
nance the building of the new 
$2%2-million ad minis tration 
building over a short few 
years. 

The road funds would ac- 
cumulate quickly and with 
some federal and state aid; 
cross-country lateral work 
could get started in the not 

too distant future. 

One might ask why the 
county would not use any of 
these funds to cut down the 
property tax rate. With the 
county charter providing no 
tax ceiling, the supervisors 
would gain nothing by using 
sales tax funds for other than 
special programs. If the pro- 
perty tax rate were cut by a 
sales tax, it would be raised 
for capital projects, so it all 
comes out equal. 

In fact, the sales tax would 
have a chance to cut property 
taxes inasmuch as building 
funds are now assessed against 
the properties and it stands to 
reason that this item could 
soon be eliminated. We did not 
say that it would, only could! 

There is one thing that 
should please all of us in these 
discussions, no matter how 
much we might hate the sales 
tax. If the county and the cities 
can finance the road and other 
improvement needs through 
the sales tax, the people will 
save thousands, yes millions, of 
dollars in interest and carrying 
charges. 

Should the administration 
building be put to a bond vote 
and approved, the actual cost 
would not be two million: but 
four million before the final 
payment is made. Anything 
that can save two million on 
one job is worth trying. 

The supervisors still may be 
reluctant to discuss such a 
touchy subject as sales tax 
with a hot supervisorial’ race 
an to be decided in. Novem- 

er.

Color is the main goal of 
,every gardener and achieving 
it affords him no little satis- 
faction. But all too often, the 
ardener relies on bloom alone 
to attain his goal, paying scant

If you are guilty of such 
tactics, nurserymen point 
i out that while bloom may be 
satisfying in itself, it can be

compact*Bush Morning Glory. 
These and many others pay a 
Bdividend in bloom also. 

Next look for shrubs whose 
foliage contrasts with the 
gray (what color deosn’t?). 

Reddish colors are excellent 
here. Dwarf Japanese Map- 
les are ideal in even the 
| smallest gardens, and their 
larger counterparts ‘may be 
added as space permits. Pur: 
ple. Leaf Plums are good 
backdrops and Javish in their 
spring bloom. 

There are yellow and near 
white tones to be found in oth- 
er shrubs and worked in as 
myour taste dictates. There are 
no colors that “clash” when 
properly used—or when they 
implease you. 


MGARDENER’S CHECKLIST 
1. Cut faded delphinium 
spikes about six or eight in- 
ches above the ground, feed 
and water for that second (or 
third) bloom. 


2. Support and tie tomato 
plants to keep the crop off 
the ground. 


3. Keep Fuchsias and Be- 
gonias in full bloom with fre- 
quent feedings. Every other 
week is not too much for 
these. 


4. A plant’s purpose is to 
bloom and set seed so as to 
propagate itself. Keep ‘the 
blooms ‘picked and most 
plants will keep ‘trying by 
“4 growing more flowers. 


5. Replace fading annuals 
as soon as they fail to carry 
their. color load.
